To State Control Board 


An official notice of a claim for 
money damages tosses upon a sup- 
posed breach of contract has been 
submitted to the State Board of 
Control and the Trustees of the 
California State Colleges by Gostin 
& Katz, attorney for the claimants, 
on behalf of the American Federa- 
tion of Teachers, AFL-CIO 

Official wording of the claim states 
“This claim is based upon a breach 
of contract by defendants and/or 
negligence of defendanis resulting in 
money damages sustained by the 
above named claimants individually 
and the entire class of claimants 
whom they represent, under the 
following circumstances 

“1. On or about September | , 1964, 
defendants entered into an express 
contract with claimants and the class 
whom they represent for the school 
year commencing September |, 1964 
through August 31, !965 wherein 
claimants and each of them would 
be employed as teachers and in 
administrative capacities for the 
California State Colleges on each 
of its more than 16 locations and each 
of nants would be paid a monthly 
salary on a 12 months a year basis in 
accordance with the salary schedule 
adopted by defendants, effective 
January |, 1964.” 

“2. On or about January 21, 1965, 
the Trustees of the California State 
Colleges announced its intention to 
decrease salaries for certain em- 
ployees, constituting the class on 
behalf of whom this claim is filed, 
effective February |, 1965 through 
June 30, 1965 and concurrently 
adopted a ‘special adjusted salary 
schedule for certain classes’ effec- 
tive February |, 1965 through June 
30, 1965." 

“3. Each of the claimants herein, 
and each of the class of claimants on 
behalf of whom this claim is filed, 
has had his salary reduced by the 
difference between the amount set 
forth in Exhibit ‘A’ and the reduced 
amounts set forth in Exhibit ‘B’; each

even the question of whether or not 
a College Union is desirable. It also 
appears that the negative vote was 
strongly influenced by the short span 
of time between the presentation of 
the issue and the election itself. 
From my point of view, all these 
considerations pale beside the poten- 
tial benefits of a College Union. If 
Sacramento State is to compete for 
the attention of graduating high 
school students and those leaving 
the Junior Colleges, it must offer 
facilities at least comparable to those 
at other institutions. If Sacramento 
State is to increase its acceptance in 
the community, its student body must 
prove itself responsible, progressive, 
and unified. The failure of the Col- 
lege Union to pass by a % majority 
does not indicate such a spirit exists. 
If the students show little long-range 
interest in thew campus, how can 
the community be asked to support 
it? 1 can only hope that your student 
body will be given an opportunity to 
reconsider its decision in the near 
future.
